The last direct message to the 
air ministry from the R-100 a r­ 
riv ed in London at midnight and 
fu rther messages were ex pected 
du ring this afternoon. 
The dirigible has been report­ 
ed by nu merou s liners, moSt of 
which were in wireless 
tou ch 
with her. At 7 :15 o’clock 
this 
morning Greenwich time <2:15 
a. m. ESTi the steamship Au s- 
onia sighted the R-100 
which 
passed ov er her. At this time the 
giant air liner was approx imate­ 
ly half way between the Irish 
coast and Cape Race, Newfou nd­ 
land.

Singer aeronau tical ex perts hold nearly ev ery lighter-than-air 
ship is obsolete by the t.ime it flies. Dev elopment of the Nav y ’s 
ZRS-4 may make the R-100 an ou t-dated craft. 


Besides 
being 
nearly 
one- 
third larg er than the British 
dirig ible, 
the 
American 
ship 
named the Akron, will incorpor­ 
ate half a dozen rev olutionary 
features desig ned to increase its 
effectiv eness. Where the R-100 
holds only 5 ,15 0,000 cubic feet of 
g as, the Akron will hold 6 ,5 00,- 
000. The Akron will be 785 feet 
long as contrasted with the R- 
100’s 709 feet leng th. 
The R-100 has cruising radius 
of about 6 ,000 miles, but the Ak­ 
ron will be able to fly 10,5 80 
miles without refueling . 
In the Akron, for the first 


time, there will be an airplane 
hang ar, housing fiv e fast fig ht­ 
ing planes for scouting or pro­ 
tectiv e purposes. 
Because inflammable hy drog en 
is the lifting g as in the R-100. 
the British 
dirig ible’s motors 
must be hung outside the hull of 
the ship. 
Eig ht motors, with 
shafts running to propellors out­ 
side, will be inside the hull of 
the 
helium-inflated 
Akron. 
These propellors will hav e a 
swiv el arrang ement so they may 
be used to either push or pull, 
raise or lower the big g as bag .

COAL BY - PRODUCTS 
Fro m 8 0 to 9 5 per cent of the energy sto red in 
coal is lost w hen it is burned in furnaces or 
stoves. 
It is only the gas in the coal th a t is 
burned, and m uch of the h eat is lost, as well as 


all of the valuable by-pro ducts, w hen coal is 
burned raw. 
By m odern gas-m aking m etho ds each to n will 
produce appro xim ately 11,000 cubic feet of gas, 
1,400 po unds of coke w hich co ntains as m uch 
h eat as an equal am o unt of coal, five po unds of 
am m o nia liquor, one and o ne-half gallons of ben­ 
zol, ten gallons of tar, and a co nsiderable am o unt 
of sulphur and napthalene. 
The gas can be burned w ith an efficiency of 
8 0 per cent; the coke can be used as fuel .or 
turned into additio nal gas by th e carburetted 
w ater-gas process; the sulphur, am m o nia liquor 
and napthalene can be co nverted into chem icals 
and fertilizer, and fro m th e ta r can be o btained 
dyes, perfum es and drugs.
